When the engines met they were 
welled together by the impact. The 
engineer and fireman on the freight 
escaped without injury by jumping.

One aspect of the social economies 


of what is known as race suicide is 
generally overlooked. 
As a rule, the 


birth rate decreases with the Increase 
in wealth, 
culture, 
refinement 
and 


luxury in living. As the standard of 
comfort rises, the birth rate lowers— 
not in those families 
least able 
to 


conform to the higher standards of 
comfort, but in those families best 
able to rear, 
support 
and 
educate 


children. 


As a result of this social phenomena 


we flnd an utter disproportion 
be- 


tween the increase of the rich 
and 


the poor. 
The poor multiply at 
a 


normal ration while the rich multiply 
in an inverse ' ratio to their wealth. 
In consequence, there Is an ever-in- 
creasing tendency to widen the dis- 
parity between the numbers of 
the 


rich and poor. Those born to an in- 
heritance of wealth 
grow 
smaller 


proportionately, generation by genera- 
tion, while those born to the inherit- 
ance of poverty continue coming into 
the world at a normal rate. 


Hence we see wealth congestion as 


a result of the decreasing birth rate 
among the rich and well-to-do classes. 
~\Ve see family fortunes piling up while 
the number of those who inherit them 
grow smaller. 
This of itself presents 


a problem 
in 
social 
and 
political 


economy quite apart from the moral 
and religious aspects of race suicide. 
Interference with the laws of progen- 
eratlon are radically disturbing 
the 


natural laws governing the distribu- 
tion o£ wealth. The rich are growing- 
i1.cher by a process of eliminating the 
number of the rich.

months.

Moran. He has done his utmost to elevate the sport to a high standard. _In 
he early eighties Mr. Moran organized the first Coast team that ever laid 
claim to playing professional baseball hereabouts. He named it after the 
veil known flrm of which he was a member, "the Greenhood and Moran's." 
Many players who- belonged to that team afterwards became famous In the 
arge Eastern leagues. 
Mr. Moran always spent his money freely in the In- 


terest ot the game; nls name was in itself a valuable asset. As president of 
the league he received no compensation, but .nevertheless devoted his time 
and energies to the cause of bringing the national game to a high plane on 
this Coast. 
The demands made upon his time bv 'his business is responsi- 


ble for Mr. Moran handing in his resignation as head o£ the Pacific Coast 
League 
Of late he has not been 
able to attend to the duties of the re- 


sponsible position on account of several deaths in his family. It will ba hard 
to get a successor to fill the office as did Mr. Moran and every player in the 
country and the fans to a unit will all regret Mr. Moran's retirement as an 
official of the league.

ESTABLISHMENT. 


This medical college has been estab- 


lished, as the name signifies, to teach 
medical students, but in addition it 
permits medical men to carry on sci- 
entific researches 
and 
experimental 


study. 
It tends to make Oakland a medical 


and surgical center. 
It is now in the middle of the second 
year work. 


No effort has been made to have a 
large class of students. 


Only those are permitted 10 enter the 


college who in every way meet the ad- 
vanced standing of the best medical 
schools. 
Four years of study In college are 


required before graduation. 


COLLEGE BUILDING. 


The interior of the building has been 


arranged for the best comfort and con- 
venience of the physicians and stu- 
dents. 
The rooms are large und well 


regulated. 


The architectt're is cla.sslcal, its ap- 
pearance is ornate, but no money has 
been wasted upon exterior ornamenta- 
tion; 
Instead every effort 
has been 


made to so arrange the interior, that 
It will be perfectly adapted Ir. every 
particular to the modern teaching of 
medicine. 
The lower floor is entirely 


given up to the Dispensary where am- 
bulatory patients will be treated daily 
hefore the classes. 
The entrance for 
patients to this clinic floor is on the 
Grove-street side of the building. Im- 
mediately .Inside this entrance are the 
drug rooms to the right, and small of- 
fices for the registration and classifi- 
cation of patients to the left. Beyond is 
the hall forty-nine feet long: and twen- 
ty-eight feet wide, partially divided 
into two. reception rooms for the ac- 
commodation of men nnd-women pa- 
tients, while \vaitlr.g to be assigned tn 
the various olinirs. 
On :he south and 


\vesl sides of this large hull n.re th^ 
rooms designed for the surgical, oph- 
thalmic, medirnl, children's. 
women's 


and other clinics. These rooms are nil 
large, perfectly lighted and ventilated 
and In every way: admirably adapted 
Cor their purposes. 
It is designed to 


make the examination and treatment of 
our patients before small classes a 
prominent feature. 


The main entrance tOx the building 
is on Thirty-first street and admits to 
the lobby for the main stairs to the 
second floor. 


The second story contains the east 
and west lecture rooms, bacteriological, 
histological, pathological and physio- 
logical laboratories, a faculty room ami 
waiting and study rooms for both men 
and women students. 


Upon the third floor are the main 
dissecting 
room, 
private dissecting 
rooms, anatomical lecture room, chem- 
ical laboratory and a Inrge lavatory 
and coat room. This floor is supplied 
with overhead light, that being consid- 
ered the most suitable for the work for 
which these rooms are designed. Ade- 
quate means for ventilation are provid- 
ed, and it is believed that the main 
and private dissecting rooms are not 
excelled in convenience and adaptabil- 
ity for their purposes. 
The building is supplied throughout 


with incandescent electric lights, and 
the plumbing and heating are of the 


best, both as to fixtures and workman- 
ship. 


No expense has been spared in ren- 


dering this building thoroughly practic- 
al in every particular, the materials 
used have been carefully selected and 
the workmanship reflects credit upon 
the contractors and architect.
